I sincerely hope that some adequate plan 
will be adopted in the near future. The building is in 
a good state of repair, but there are two matters that 
should be considered before another year: 


1. Vhe windows should be tightened or fitted with 
weather stripping, or both. 


2. The foundation should be pointed up. 


These two improvements would save fuel and add 
to the comfort of the pupils. 


New seats were installed in the grammar room and 
a 12-foot slide has been ordered for the playground. 


I wish again to express my appreciation to the 
School Board, teachers, pupils and citizens of Piermont 
for their loyalty and cooperation.
